Washington, D. O., Dec. 9.—Senator 


Cnmeron introduced a resolution ac- 
knowledging tho independence of the 
republic of Cuba and that the United 
States should use its friendly 
offices 


with Spain to close the war. 


Mills, of Texas, offered a joint reso- 


lution directing the President of the 
United States with military and naval 
forces to take possession of the island 
of Cuba and hold it until the inhabi- 
tants can organize such a government 
as they wish and arm and equip forces 
necessary to protect them from mvas- 
iou. Tho Mills resolution was referred 
to the foreign relations committee. 


Call offered a joint resolution for

United States by prohibiting or taxing 
Americau products on various pretexts. 
This is supposed to bo because of the 
differential duty imposed by the Wil- 
son tariff on German sugar.

THE MESSAGE 


He Makes Remedial Suggestions on 


the Financial.Stringency. 


Fl*C«i <>f !.<•«» Than 2.OOO Population to 


llkve National Banks. With .a Capital 


Stock of Not Lr«s Than S25,OOO— 


To Do General Banking Business. 


"WASHINGTON, Dec. 0.—Controller of 


the Currency Eckels has considerable 
to say in his annual report about Jinan- 
cial stringency and congestion, and he 
makes remedial suggestions of inter- 
est. Various amendments to the na- 
tional bank act, looking to giving re- 
lief, are proposed by the controller, 
among them the following: 


That in places having a population 


of less than. 2,000 inhabitants national 
banks shall tie permitted, under regu- 
lations to be made by the controller of 
the currency and approved by the sec- 
retary of the treasury, to be organ- 
ized with a capital stock of not less than 
525,000, and with a corresponding re- 
duction in the amount of bonds required 
to be deposited with the 
treasurer 


of the United States. That national 
banks be permitted under such regula- 
tions and restrictions as shall be made 
by the controller o£ the currency and 
approved by the secretary of the treas- 
nry, 
to 
establish 
branch 
banks 


In 
towns 
and 
villages 
where 


no national 
banks 
are establish- 


ed, 
and 
where 
the 
population 


floes not exceed 1,000 inhabitants; such 
branch banks to have the right to re- 
ceive . deposits, make loans and dis- 
counts and buy and sell exchange, but 
in no case to be permitted to issue cir- 
culating notes other than of the parent 
bank. 


He recommends "that legislation by 


congress, based upon safe and prudent 
lines, having in view the gradual pay- 
ment and cancellation of the credit 
currency now maintained by the gov- 
ernment and the issuance hereafter of

banks with full responsibility therefor 
placed upon them, should be had at 
the very earliest practicable moment.. 
The results which would -follow such 
enactments would be beneficial and 
neither would monopoly be created nor 
favor shown thereby."

of appeals afiirmed the sentence of 
death pronounced against Scott Jack- 
son at Covington for the murder of 
1'earl Bryan. The governor will fix 
the date of execution. The decision 
was prepared 
by Associate Justice 


llazelrig-g-. 


The case came before the court of 


appeals on an appeal from the Camp- 
bell county circuit court, and the de- 
cision is thought to mean the same re- 
sult later on the appeal of Alonzo 
Wailing sentenced to death as Jack- 
son's accomplice. 


After a brief sximmarj' of the facts 


in the case the decision snys: 


'-.Some direct proof connected the 


two men with the girl on the very 
night of her death, but the prosecu- 
tion rested chiefly only on circum- 
stantial evidence. 
The court holds 


that none of the alleged errors are 
well taken. The court then gives its 
reasons for the affirmation of the sen- 
tence of the lower court as follows: 


1. The indictment is sufficient, and 


in. fact its accuracy and concensus of 
opinion is to be commended. 


2. The zeal of the sheriff in perform- 


ing- only his duties, though it led to 
the arrest of the perpetrator of the 
crime, can not be urged as a sufficient 
cause for his removal from attendance 
on the trial and from the performance 
of his usual duties connected there- 
with. 


3. The ticket system of admission 


was adopted only to prevent the over- 
crowding of the court and in no sense 
prevented a public trial within the 
meaning of the constitution. 


4. The ruling of the court in admit- 


ting testimony and in rejecting it dur- 
ing the trial are free from substantial 
error. 


5th. 
The instructions given cover the 


different phases of the case and the 
facts suggested in them arise natural- 
ly out of the proof and will embody 
correct principles of law. 


Oth.—Tho appellant has had a fair 


and impartial trial, and the judgment 
is affirmed. 


It now devolves upon Acting Gov. 


Worthington to issue the death war- 
rant, and he will doubtless be asked 
to 
extend 
the 
executive 
clem- 


ency. 
t!ov. Bradley has already par- 


tially passed on the case, and it is 
safe to Kay that Acting Governor

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TOO VAGUE 


Hon. Theo. K. Funk Attacks the 


Constitutionality of a Law 


in tbe Chllllcothe Court* Y««t«rdar-Ob- 


Jected to Hie Deilnltion of the Word 


Burglary-Wan Defending lowell 


Morgan the Grandson of Ellas 


Simpson, the Wealthiest Man 


in this County. 


Attorney Theo. K.. Fonk has been 


•winning no little fame for himself by 
his conduct of the case of the State of 
Ohio against Lowell Morgan, charged 
with burglary and larceny. Ohillicothe 
papers say it has been the most hotly 
contested criminal case that has occu- 
pied the attention of the court for some 
time. 
The News says that from the 


opening of tho case, the defense has 
tried to quash the indictment by at- 
tacking the statute of Ohio defining 
burglary. The Ohio statute states that 
burglary consists of "breaking 
into 


any dwelling, stable, 
smoke-house, 


store-room, etc., etc., or any other 
building." The words "or any other 
building," was the part of the statute 
which Theo. K. Funk and 
Judge 


Evans, Morgan's attorneys attacked. 


These gentlemen claimed that the 


statute was vague and not specific, that 
it gave rise to donbts as to what "any 
other building" might mean, and that 
where there was a doubt, the prisoner 
should havo the benefit of it. 
The 


question is a novel one, and while it 
has been raised in several other states, 
it has never come tip in the state of, 
Ohio. 
Questions of these kind of such 


technical character should be 
given1 


more time for study by the court, but 
criminal cases demand immediate de- 
cision, and Judge Douglas put in last 
evening looking up the question. 
A 


motion to quash the indictment on the 
ground of the insufficiency vor vagueness 
of the law was overruled temporarily 
yesterday afternoon, and this morning 


. the question came up again when the 


time for argument came and the de 
iense asked that the court give ar spec- 
ial charge to the jury bearing on these 
points. 
* 
Judge Douglas refused to deliver the 


- charge, holding that the words, "any 


other building," in this case were well 
defined by the rules of construction, 


- laid down by the New York courts. 


The building was similar to those spec- 
ifically defined, both in character and 
in the mses they were constructed for. 


Lowell Morgan, who is on trial, is a 


grandson of Elias Simpson, who pays 
taxes on two-thirds of all the property 
in Morgan township. Simpson is one 
of the wealthiest men in Scioto county. 
It is said that Lowell hafl a bad repu- 
tation in this county. It is alleged 
.that he was implicated in several little 
cases o£ petty thieving in and about 
Lucasville. At one time he camped for 
some time on a farm near Lncasville, 
and coincident with his leaving, about 
a dozen chickens and other things dis- 
appeared. He then went north through 


, Soioto county, and, curiously enough, 


stories of missing things followed in 
his trail. Then came his arrest in Boss 
county for stealing chickens. 
Old Mr. 


Simpson did not desert his grandson, 
but retained Mr. Funk to assist in de- 
fending him and instructed him, it iu 
aaid, to fight the case to the bitter end. 
Mr. Funk hiva been carefully working 
up the point as to tho constitutionality 
of the statute mentioned above, and 
will, it is understood, carry the matter 
to a higher court if Morgan is con- 
victed.
